What his 
orders were isunknown and remains to be 
disclosed. His statement, which was 
taken possession of by the police, may show 
a state ot things which will horrify the public 
and go to prove the assertion that Mr. Balf ur 
deliberately intended to make O’Brien’s resi- 
dence there 
HI8 LAST ON EARTH. 

It is generally believed that remorse at the 
death of Mr. Mandeville caused Ridley to take 
his own life. Ithad been shown at the in- 
quest that with his knowledge, and without 
his intervention as the official medical ad- 
prison, Mr. Mandeville was 
stripped of his clothes and fed alternate days 
on bread and water, when he was known to 


vo Sonsumptive and afflicted with diarrhea. 


No worse treatment can be conceived fora 
man of his constitution. That Mr. O’Brien 
survived it is a miracle. 

THE REVELATIONS OF THD SUICIDE 
are calied for on all sides. Solong as they are 
withheld 80 long will the. awful 
responsibility of causing the death of 
a prisoner rest on the Chief Secretary 
and the odium on the Government which 
supports him. Feeling on thesubject is work- 
ing up to fever heat, andarigid aecount will 
be demanded of the Government by English- 
men and Irishmen alike. The ro- 
fusal of the authorities to give 
the papers left by the unfortunate 
physician into the hands of the Coroner, 
who by law is entitled to them, is regarded 
with distrust. It is suspected they contain 
more than the Government would like to 
have made public. The disposition of them 
will de watched and their production de- 
manded in a manner which cannot be gain- 
sayed. 

THE INQUEST 

into the causes of Mandevilie’s death was con- 
tinued to-day, and the proceedings followed 
with breathless interest. Daniel Goulding, a 
warden in Tullamore Prison when Mandeville 
and O’Brien were confined there, testified 
before the Coroner’s jury to-day that 
the Governor of the jail informed 
him and his fellow-wardens that he had in- 
structions to. strip Mr. Mandeville, and the 
Governor himself did not shrink from taking 
part in the brutal work. With six wardens, of 
whom the witness was one, the Govy- 
ernor entered the cell in the dead 
of a winter’s night, rudely awakened 
the sleeping man, and ordered him at ones to 
don the prison garb. Mr. Mandeville refused 
to do so, whereupon bis own clothes in which 
he slept, for fear they would be stolen from 
him, were torn from h body. 
After a desperate struggle which Sickened 
some of the wardens themselves, he was 
thrown to the stone floor and left naked. The 
poor man, one against seven, begged his per- 
secutors for decency’s sake not to take 
away nis shirt. The Governor threw 
a sheet over „ him and raising 
bim up, the latter tottered to his plank bed 
and fell back exhausted and shivering with 
nothing but that sheet to cover him. 


THE RECITAL OF THIS SCENE 
caused a sensation of horror and cries of ex- 
ecration lu the jury-room. 

Goulding preceeded to swear that Mr. Man- 
deville received severe punishment on nine 
occasions distictly within his own memory 
and some of these were not entered in the 
prison diary as should have been. Goulding 
said he had entered the cell resolved not to 
assist in these acts of cruelty but with the 
hope of preventing murder, which he feared 
might be the immediate result, for the man 
defended himself with what strength he had 
left, and the wardens used their united 
strength to subdue him. 

THE SENSATION CAUSED IN THE COURT 
by this testimony was indescribable. People 
shed tears, and others called for vengeance 
on the perpetrators and their master. The pa- 


ot others more heartless than himself. Mr. 
O’Brien continued: ‘‘Ridley informed me 
that he performed with disgust and shame the 
duties imposed upon him by orders from 
Dublin Castle. On one occasion, Ridley 
gave one of my suffering companions & 
rough mattress to soften the rigor of the 
plank bed. For this he was censured by Dub- 
lin Castle the next day. Mr. O’Brien 
gave details of his own experi- 
ence in- the same prison, where 
he said the invention of Dublin Oastle was 
racked to find punishments severe enough to

THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL

The Mandeville Invest gation Aiding the 
Irish Cause—Mr. O’Brien Talks. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Loxpox, July 21.—The Nationalists are 
thought to have a clear case against the Gov- 
ernment in the death of Mr. John Mandevilie, 
whose privations and sufferings in Tulia- 
more Jail, no one longer doubts were 
the causés of his demise.

destroy the General’s chances. Count Dillon 
wires me to-night that the General is com- 
pletely outofdanger. He took some exercise 
in the park to-day and will drive out togmor- 
row. 

THE PRESIDENT’S NEW QUARTERS. 

The apartments which the President 
and his family are tooccupy in Fon- 
tainebleau Palace were put in order as 
soon as the somewhat miserly sum 
of $1,200 was voted for the expenses of 
installation by the two chambers. The Presi- 
dent will occupy the wingofthe palace, 
which is to the right of the 
famous courtyard where Napoleon I. 
bade farewell to his officers be- 
fore surrendering to go into erile. The 
furniture is somewhat miscellaneous, 
being taken in part from the palace 
and in part from the National 
Garde Meuble. On the ground floor 
is a very pretty Chinese drawing-room fur- 
nished entirely with Chinese articies. On the 
first floor is a dining room hung 
in green with red leather seats, two 
drawing-rooms in cherry and gold and 
various bedrooms. The President’s bedroom 
is hung in cherry-colored silk. The bed is 
one on which the great Napoleon slept. 

A NEW MUSICAL SENSATION. 

The forthcoming musical sensation is to be 
the setting to music by Massenet in the form 
of opera of one of Zola’s novels. 
Zola’s prose will not be vyerstfied for 
the purpose, and 80 for the first time 
in the history of opera prose sung to music 
will be heard. The arrangements between 
the librettist and composer, as well as between 
two publishing firms who run the two, are 
quite complete. 

A DESTRUCTIVE CONFLAGRATION. 

Rouen harbor was yesterday menaced with 
destruction by fire. The Spanish steamer 
Asturiano, which has just arrived from New 
York with a cargo of 6,840 barrels of pe- 
troleum, took fire, and was completely 
destroyed, five sailors perishing in the 
flames. Two barges lying alongside the As- 
turiano also took fire.

STANLEY UNDOUBTEDLY INTENDED, 
if he met with no serious obstacle, to 
relieve Emin Bey first and then pro- 
ceed to Khartoum to rescue the untfortun- 
ate European prisoners there. Now, unless 
this ‘‘white pasha’’ story is an absolute fig- 
ment, the ‘‘white pasha’’ can be none but 
Stanley, butif it be Stanley something ex- 
traordinary has happened. Stanley set out 
from Armenia last June for the Albert 
Nyanga. When he got there he meant 
to put his steel whaling boats 
together and to set out northwards 
by water for Wadelal. Now he has turned up 
in a province some hundreds of miles to the 
northward of that place, and instead of 
marching 500 miles he must have marched 
something like a thousand. Whathas hap- 
pened? When the bearers of the 
last authentic news from Stanley left 
the expedition last August he was 
encamped within about eight days’ march of 
the Mabode country, and was advancing 
directly towards the western shore of the 
Albert Nyanza. He was only about 
two hundred miles from that lake 
nearly a year ago. The lake 
was his goal, and now we bear of him in the 
Bahr-el-Ghazel. We can only suppose that he 
found the country between the Upper Aru- 
wini and the Albert Nyanza nothing but a vast 
morass and absolutely impassable. 

LAST SUMMBR EMIN SENT 

two parties of ten men each to the Albert Ny- 
anza to get news of Stanley. They have found 
none, or Emin would have given it. It looks, 
therefore, as if Stanley had been obliged 
to change his object altogether and had 
turned northward from the Mabode 
country instead of following the line he 
had previously taken and pressing on 
towards the East. What facts there are 
known, therefore, point tothe general con- 
clusion that after pushing east— 
northeast from Yambunga—for some 
200 or 300 miles, Stanley found 
further progress impossible along that line, 
and set his face northward. Instead of 
coming upon Emin from the south he will 
come upon him from the north, but if he does 
in the long run come upon him somehow, that 
will not matter. 

FURTHER INFORMATION FROM BANANA 
received late this afternoon tends to confirm 
the report that Stanley is really on his way to 
Khartoum. It also appears that Emin Pasha 
has left the neighborhood of the Albert 
Nyanza and is advancing to meet 
Stanley. The probability of the success 
of Stanley in relieving Khartoum is regarded 
with downright jealousy in military circles. 
Lord Charles Beresford, who took part in 
the disastrous Nile expedition, admitted this 
evening the possibility of the white Pasha 
being Stanley, and in giving his reasons why 
an undisciplined body, chiefly composed of 
natives, should be able to accomplish a feat 
which proved too much for the Nile expedi- 
tion, said: It must be borne in mind that 
since that expedition a great change has 
come over the State of Africa. Then the 
whole surrounding country was frantically 
devoted to the Mahdi. Now, if we are to be- 
lieve the reports which has recently reached 
Calro from the European captives and from 
information derived from other sources, ‘great 
dissatisfaction against the false prophet 
prevaiis and at the first approach ofa hostile 
force his followers are saia to be prepared to 
o over to the enemy. In my opinion, if the 
white Pasha is realiy Stanley be has undoubt- 
edly some time since captured Khartoum and 
official news from him cannot much longer be 
delayed.’’

THE LAST OF THE SLAVES. 


Cate Tells How He Was Brought to America 
on the Wanderer. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disraren. 
AUGUSTA, July 18, 1888. 

NE ef the cargo of the 

Wanderer, which 
brought the last load 

of slaves to America 

from the African coast, 
has just been seen by 

a Post-DISPATCH cor- 

respondent. He was 

until the war a slave 
in the Lamar family. 

The man has since his 

freedom earned a live- 

lihood sawing wood, 

working gardens and 

whitewashing. The 
Wauderer, it will be remembered, was chased 
into Port Royal by a United States vessel on 
on the supposition of being a ‘‘slaver.’’ The 
name given him by the slave dealers—Cato— 
has been retained by him since his venture 
with all the rights of citizenship. He was 
found at his humble home on the outskirts of 
Hamburg, a village lying across the river from 
this place. 

Cato says he was very young when many of 
his people were killed in a great battle and the 
women, children and captive warriors were 
tied together and led off by the victorious 


tribe. His father and mother were notin the 
same band as himself. His father was sorely 
wounded, and the last hesaw of his parents 
wasin front of their rude hut, where the 
father sat with his arms tied behind him. His 
mother was among the group of women hud- 
died together. Thore were five hundred cap- 
tives, probably. Tue captives were yoked at 
distances from each other by pronged forks 
about their necks, excepting the younger 
children. After marching several days they 
met some white men and negroes, who, he 
found out afterwards, were from the white 
settlements. 

After a long talk and drinking and smoking, 
the whites and their allies then took charge of 
the procession and led them on through the 
country, which was now low and marshy. 
They came to a setticment after several days, 
and here by boats — 4. were taken toa we 
There were two being loaded, and the one he 
was taken to wasthe Wanderer, already par- 
tially filled. They were put into compart- 
ments, separating the hold, built of tron bars. 
Some of the less submissive of them were put 
in chains. For whole days the boat would re- 
main becalmed, and underthe flerce rays of 
the tropical sun numbers of the human cargo 
would sicken and die. Astorm was encoun- 
tered and the hatches were battened down for 
hours at a time. Deaths were numerous from 
the foul air, and sickness threatened to exter- 
miuate the entire number. He heard guns fire 
just before they were landed in a count 
where sympathic but unfamiliar faces g 
him on all sides.

nomination. He thanked his friends from his 
former home, Mascoutah, for their indorse- 
ment of him, but told them plainly 
that they must look for some other cendidate.

When the Sunday closing law was de- 
clared by the Supreme Court of the State 
to be valid and binding there was no other 
course left open to all those affected by 
it but to obey it. No matter how harsh 
any law may seem the first duty of every 
citizen is to yield full obedience to 
it, and it is the special duty of 
every public officer sworn to enforce 
the law, to lend his aid, not to en- 
courage resistance to it, but to use his 
authority firmly without fear or favor on 
the side of thelaw. Itis tothe credit of 
the saloon-keepers asa body that they 
were almost unanimous in giving prompt 
obedience to a law which was a hardship 
if not an injustice to them. A very few 
of them, under a mistaken notion, at- 
tempted open resistance. Had they been 
wisely advised they would never have 
adopted such a course. 

But it happens unfortunately that the 
Supreme Court decision comes into effect 
during an office-seeking campaign, and 
encouragement to resist the law was held 
out by the officials charged to enforce it. 
The result has been a collision of author- 
ity, a number of arrests which would 
otherwise have been wholly unnecessary, 
and a painful spectacle of official humilia- 
tion before men who are supposed to have 
political influence. 

There can be no question of the merits 
of the case as there is no question of the 
law, and there can be no question of the 
result. The law may be an unpopular 
one, butina law-abiding community no 
law can be as unpopular as resistance to 
the law. St. Louis will not set the State 
an example of organized law-breaking, 
and itis simply ridiculous to suppose that 
saloon-keepers who do not pay a 
license shall be allowed to sell liquor on 
Sunday when saloon-keepers who have 
paid their license are to be punished for 
doing thesame thing. The Police Com- 
missioners are going to continue the en- 
forcement of the law, and the officials 
who are trying to thwart them are only 
leading their ill-advised friends into 
deeper trouble and digging ther own 
political graves.

The third day the suburban service 
was two-thirds complete, and half of the 
through passenger trains were running. The 
fourth day the suburban service was in full 
operation, and four engines were sent into the 
lumber district, The fifth day 450 men were 
at work and freight trains began to move. 
The sixth day the passenger service 
except the through trains was 
complete. On Monday, March 5, 
all trains were running as usual except two 
through trains, which were canceled, and 
notice was given of the full resumption of 
freight receipts. The next day the effect of 
the strike was scarcely perceptible so far 
as train service was concerned, and 
the road 833 to be doing 63 
per cent of its full business. Its situation im- 
proved daily 9 and there was no 
room for doubt even in the strikers’ minds 
that they had been squarely beaten. 


ON THURSDAY, THE FOURTH DAY 
of the strike, Chief Arthur made overtures 
for a compromise to President Perkins and 
Manager Stone. He suggested that many 
of the demands made by the 
men were only for effect, and if the road 


would agree to the 34-cent-a-mile clause and 


introduce the mileage system the men 
would go back to work. This 
was declined. Then he offered to 
submit the whole matter to arbitration. 
Mr. Perkins and Mr. Stone replied that 
there was nothing to arbitrate as the strike 
was over as far as the road was con- 
cerned. If the old men wanted to go baek to 
work on the old terms some 
of them could be accommodated. Chief 
Arthur made other attempts to secure an un- 
derstanding with the officers, but they all 
failed. By Wednesday, March 4, it was per- 
fectly apparent to every one that the strike 
was a failure, at least within its originally 
planned limits. Tal« of extending it to other 
roads and 2 in foree a general tie - up 
throughout the West began. 


. THE BNGINEERS AND FIREMEN 
on the Chicago, Burlington & Northern, which 
is the Burlington's line to St. Paul, had kept 
out of the quarrel, heretofore, but they now 
struck in aid of their brethern on the other 
lines. This added 280 to the strikers, while 
only atemporary inconvenience was caused 
to this road, The places of the 
strikers were quickly filled. Looking 
over the records now, it is easy to see where 
the split began between the conservative and 
radical elements in the Brotherhood, about 
which so much has lately been said. The 
radicals, headed by Hoge, wanted to extend 
the strike, tie-up every-railroad in the coun- 
try, if necessary, and use any 
means to The conservatives, headed 
by Arthur, wanted the strike confined to the 
Burlington system. There wes many a bitter 
struggle between the two factions. Hoge got 
all the Grievance Committees together in Chi- 
cago for the purpose of declaring a general 
tie-up; Arthur sent them home content to 
let t ings reat as they were. Hoge and his 
alley, The“ Conroe, brought about the 
short-lived and ill-advised strike on the 
Atchison, r Santa Fe; Chief Arthur — 
it declared off. Hoge stirred up brief strikes 
on tne Central of Iowa and Union Pacific; 
Chief Arthur stop them. Hoge had his 
quarters in the National Hotel and there was 
a difference between the men who sur- 
rounded him there and those who 
were about Arthur at the Grand 
Pacific 1—— the most careless could hardl 
help noticing. There was, however, one ac 
towards the extension of the strike which 
Chief Arthur was n to sanction and 
which he now probably sincerely regrets.

How Unmotherly Wet-Nurses Dispose of 
Their Little Ones, 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DiIsPaTcn. 
Nuw Yor«k, July 18. 
HE fact that hun- 
dreds of foundlings 
are annually cared 
for at the expence of 
the city and by our 
numerous private 
charitable institu- 
tions is very gener- 
ally taken as at 
least a suggestion of 
the prevalence of 
gross immorality in 
New York. Because 
the census of the 
child asylums and nurseries is contantly in- 
creasing the deduction is likewise made that 
the metropolitan morale is not of so high a 
standard as in years past. How much truth 
there may be in the latter assumption isa 
question that must be determined from other 
data. In short, the general belief thatthe 


tiny wards that every year become pubiic 
charges are, as a rule, the offspring of unfort- 
unate or immoral mothers is not correst. On 
the authority of those whose position gives 
them the best chance for investigation it is 
stated that a very large proportion of the 
waits picked up on the streets or discovered 
in out-of-the-way places are the children of 
women who abandon them soleiy for the pur- 
pose of making money dy nurturing other 
people’s babies. 

There is no question but that women neg: 
lect their young babes for the sake of the 
wages they can earn in nursing the children 
of others,’’ said the Superintendent of the In- 
fants’ Asylum on Randall’s Island, where over 
one thousand fonndlings are cared for at the 
cliy’s expense in the courseofa year, It 
has been found by investigation that ma- 
jority of abandonments are made from sordid 
motives. Of course there are cases where 
mothers are obliged toabandon their babes 
through poverty or fear the shame of their 
maternity should become known. Buta large 
proportion of the inmates of the institution 
are dependent on the city’s charity because of 
their mother’s ed for money. At one time 
in the hospital’s history wet-nurses were 
hired, but the employment agencies in the 
city, where the number of maternities is so 
high per week, gave the management much 
trouble by sending scouts here to theisiand to 
entice them away. We cannot afford to pay 
the prices private families will give.’’

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A SCHEME TO ROB BOOKMAEKEBS. 


Two Sharps Whe Had Arranged to Forge 
Winning Tickets Arrested. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISsPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—A new and extensive 
scheme to rob the bookmakers was brought to 
light to-day, in the Tombs Police Court. 
The scheme was a novel one and was to be 
worked out with alot of forged tickets. A 
couple of days ago, the American Bank Note 
Co., complained to Inspector Byrnes that 
some one was forging plates and printing 


tickets that were a fac simile of those made by 
them ior Cotton 4 Connors, the book- 
wakers. Detectives learned that the 


plates were at No. 2 Ann street. They 
caughtand arrested John S. McDonald, alias 
Maicolm Hall, altas Stephenson, und Edward 
Carrington, alias Ed Ora, on the premises. 
McDonald, the police say, is an old thief, 
having been known to them as a shoplifter for 
along time, Carrington is a rubber-stamp 
maker. Afew days ago they secured some 
tickets from Joe Cotton and J. Conners at 
Monmouth Park. These tickets were manu- 
factured by the American Bank Note Co. and 
bore its stamp. It was thought to be impossibie 
to counterfeltthem. Aiter getting the tickets, 
it is said, they had photo engravings made of 
them by Hugh Murphy of No. 83 Ann street. 
The plates were to be finished last night and 
they intended to begin operations at the race 
track to-day. They intended to strike off a 
number of the tickets aud yet into line at the 
bookmakers’ stand. They would take notice 
of what tickets were bought about then. When 
the race was almost finished and they could 
tell who would be the winning horse 
they would notice the numbers on tick- 
ets held by some people on the winner. 
With a set of numbers they would quick) 
stamp the same numbers on their tickets an 
with an indelible ink, like that used by the 
bookmakers, would fill in the name of the 
winning borse. Then they would get in line 
ahead of the rightful holder ofthe t.cket and 
in the rash would secure bis winnings. While 
the Jerome races were on two or three of the

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DIME-NOVEL DETECTIVES, 


THEY DIFFER GREATLY FROM THE SLEUTHS 
OF REAL LIFE. 


The Ridiculousness of the Stage Thief-Taker 
--Disguises Are All Thin-- Wigs Not Perfect 
Enough to Conceal Identity—Some Stories 
That show How Detectives May Be Mis- 
taken—The Expense of Employing a De- 
tective.

N a pleasant half 
hour’s talk the other 
day with the head of 

a gteat detective 
agency of national 
reputation, I learned 
more about those 

„ favorite dime-novel 
- detectives than I had 
ever read or imag- 
> ined in the whole 


ever had any deal- 
inge with them well 
know, detectives in 
real life are very dif- 
ferent from those in 
novela and plays. 
The stage detective 
is a neatly dressed, debonair individual with 
mutton-chop whiskers. With the aid of wigs 
and false beards, he assumes all sorts of dis- 
gulses, Which he suddenly throws off to dis- 
close his real identity at the most unex- 
pected moments. Dion SBoucicault, in 
one of his plays, represents a detect- 
ive who is quite a young man as making him- 
self up for an elderly gentieman of 60 years, 
and going about holding conversations with 
people who know him well without being 
recognized. In many other playsand novels 
detectives are represented as doing similar 
impossible things. The cunningest hair-work- 
er can not make a wigor beard which will 
defy the detection ofakeen observer in a 
bright light, and every actor well knows that 
itis impossible to paint upon the face, the 
lines which simulate old age without making 
it perfectly plain to spectators near the stage 
that they are painted and not natural. There 
is nothing peculiar or distinctive in the dress 
or appearance of 
REAL DETECTIVES, 

and the famous one to whom 1 have alluded, 
looks more like a respectable farmer than 
anything else. When I asked him how men 
become detectives, he replied that they don’t 
become“ but must have a natural gift for 
the profession. 

‘*Detectives must be born and not made, 
he continued. Many of them first find out 
their aptitude for the work by some event 
occurring in their own private experience 
which causes them for the nonce to turn 
amateur detective. That was the case with 
the late Allen Pinkerton: He was farming in 
the West, and was much annoyed by the 
depredations of a gang of horse thieves. By 
the cleverest kind of detective work he at 
length succeeded in bringing them to justice 
and recovering his nags. His services were 
sought by his neighbors’ in similar 
cases, and the final result was 
that be established the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency.’’ 

‘What qualities are most essential in a de- 
tective?’’ I asked. 

‘*Tact, coolness, courage, good judgment 
and self-control. The lack of any of these 
will debar a man from attaining the highest 
rank in the profession, though it may not pre- 
vent him from being fairly clever in some 
branches of it. I onceknew and employed a 
very bright young fellow who possessed 
every requisite of a great general detective 
save self-control, and the lack of that quality 
caused him to spoil some of his best work. 

Resolved to subject him to one of 
the severest of 1 tests of a de- 
tective’s skill, I set him to try to ex- 
tort a confession from ayoung woman charged 
with infanticide. In the course of many iIn- 
terviews with this girl he fell in love with her, 
as he afterward confessed to me, and, blinded 
by his passion, be came to believe firmly in 
her innocence, He also formed a theory that 
she was not the mother of the murdered child, 
but had assumed to be to protect the reputa- 
tion of her younger sister. Nevertheless, de- 
terminedto do his duty, he persisted in his 
atteinpts to extort a confession, believing that 
the result woula be the confirmation of his 
theory. 


HE PLAYED HIS PART 

80 well that the girl broke down and was about 
to confess herself a murderess, when he, re- 
allzing the true state of the case, was so angry 
at finding himeelf thusdeceived in the char- 
acter of the woman he loved, that he broke 
forth with such a volley of oaths and re- 
proaches as forever sealed the unnatural 
mother’s lips on the subject of hercrime. As 
a consequence she was acquitted for lack of 
direct evidence. This shows how important 
seif-control is to a detective. 

‘*Besides the qualities 1 have named, strong 
perceptive faculties are of great importance 
to a detective, as is also a power 
of generalization which will enable him 
to jump at once to correct conclusions from 
slight and seemingly trifling promises. A 
good reliable memory he must have, that 
having once seen a face he may be able to in- 
stantly recognize and ‘place’ it no matter 
when, where or under what circumstances he 
sees it again. He must not only remember 
places, but names, numbers aud dates as 
well. There is no business or profession in 
which intelligence, both natural and ac- 
quired, counts for more. Knowledge of any 
kind may at some time prove useful. 

A DETECTIVE MUST HAVE 

good eyesight ane peek hearing and especial- 
ly such a power of quiet observation as wiil 
enable him to make a mental note of every 
thing that goes on around him without seem- 
ing to do so. He must always bear in mind 
that appearances ere often very deceptive. 
An innocent man wrongly accused will almost 
always appear like a guilty one, while a hard- 
ened criminal, under the most criminating 
circumstances, wiil readily assume the bear- 
ing of injured innocence. 

Jean recall some striking illustrations of 
this and of the utter unreliability of 
circumstantial evidence. One occurred 
recently in England. A farmer was 
tried at Yorkshire Assizes for the 
murder of a peddier, the only evidence 
against him was purely circumstantial and 
consisted in his having been the last person 
with whom the peddler had been seen alive 
and in the fact that at the time of his arrest he 
was wearing a wig which was identified as 
having belonged to the murdered man. The 
accused accounted for the possession of the 
wig by saying that he had found it lying in the 
road on returning past the spot where he had 
parted from the peddier. His statement was 
not believed. The jury found him guilty of 
murder in the first degree and the judge was 
about to pronounce sentence of death, when 
one of the spectators arose and deciaring the 
innocence of the farmer proclaimed himself 

THE REAL MURDERER. 

He fully corroborated the farmer's state- 
ment about the wig, saying tuat in the mortal 
struggle with the peddier, whom he had at- 
tacked within a few moments after the farmer 
had left him, the wig had fallen from his vie- 
um's head, but that in bis haste to rob the 
dead man and conceal his body in the hedge, 
he had entirely overlooked the circumstance.

CUSHMAN KNOCKED OUT. 


Bell’s Monopoly Scores a Vietory in the Chi- 
cago Courts—Litigation. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

CoA, II., July 21.—The Cushman Tele- 
phone Co., a rival concern of the Bell mo- 
nopoly, was given a knock-out blow by Judge 
Blodgett this morning. The yictory was com- 
plete and sweeping and the Bell Co. was left 
master of the field. The action was by 


the Bell Co. for infringement of patents 
granted Alexander Bell. which the complain- 
ant owned. The Cushman Co. based its 
claims solely on the ground that Bell was not 
the inventor of the telephone. They 
claimed that in 1851 Cushman, who was then 
interested in . invented an 
instrument at Racine, is. The invention 
was suggested by. an experiment which 
enabled him to hear the croaking of frogs in a 
pond halt a mile distand, and which led him 
to devise a talking-box, by which later he was 
enabled to hold a conversation with the in- 
mates of a farm-house slx miles distant. 

A history was also given of Dr. Cushman’s 
adventures in Ohio, where be exhibited his 
telephone, ether with other electrical con- 
trivances, and endeavored to enlist the co- 
operation of capitalists. In 1879 Dr. 
Cushman had seen the Bell telephone, 
and since that time, in newspaper 
interviews and otherwise, he asserted 
himseif to be the original inventor. The 
question, the Court said, was purely one of 
fact. If Dr. Cushman had actually produced 
and put into use the apparatus described 80 
as to transmit articulate language, it was prior 
to Bell’s patent, and substantially the same, 
but the evidence as to this was not satisfac- 


tory.

Loxepor, July 21.—If the politieal import 
ance of the Imperial meeting at St. Petersburg 
has heen belittled previously it is now real- 
ized that the friendly visit of Emperor 
William to the Czar has a deeper meaning than 
continental opinion has given to it.

JAMES L. BLAIR, 
Vice-President of the Police Board, explained 
to a Post-DISPATCH reporter the wholesale 
arrests of saloon men yesterday and on 
Friday. Hesaid: ‘‘When the Board began to 
ee — saloon-keepers for violation of the 

Owning Cunday) law it was found that a 
large number of them were operating without 
a license. This made it impossible to convict 
them under the Downing law, which covers 
the cases only of licensed saloon-keepers. 
Many of the arrests made, therefore, were 
futile, and the cases were dismissed. Some 
saloon-keepers then found that by not taking 
out any license they could evade the Downing 
law and at the same time save money. On the 
14th of this month we received a letter from 
Mr. Sexton, stating that it was his desire that 
all persons found selling without a license on 
Sunday should be arrested. Now the law 
is that the police have power to 
arrest for any misdemeanor commit- 
ted in the presence of an officer. Selling 
liquor without a license is a misdemeanor. For 
many years it has been the general custom 
not to arrest persons selling liquor without a 
license, but to proceed against them by in- 
formation. 

On the Ist of July we notified Mr. Sexton 
of the name of every saloon-keeper in the City 
of St. Louis who, on that date, had not taken 
out bis license. We were advised by the City 
Counselor that the Collector has no legul 
right to give to any person a single day’s in- 
1 in the matter of paying his license: 
the law suys he shall not sei! liquor without a 
license. Mr. Sexton is merely the agent for 
the collection of the license — by law 
and has no more authority than any oth: r 
citizen to extend indulgence to any person 
who has not — 2 with the law; when he 
does so he does it at his own risk, and nis 
doing so is no legal defense whatever to the 
person who sells. On receipt of Mr. Sexton’s 
communication the board considered the 
matter fully and were unable to see why Mr. 
Sexton was willing that saloon-keepers should 
operate for six days in the week iliegaily and 
not on the seventh. It has always been cus- 
tomary with us to arrest persons in other 
classes ot business who failed to comply with 
the law, such as persons using vehicies witt- 
out a license, persons operating as hucksters 
or carrying on ther kinds df business where 
u license is required, and we fail to see why 
the mere act of selling liquor without a 
license, aside from any other consideration, 
was any worse offense on one day in the 
week than on the six others. Personally I 
have always understood the purpose of 
the Downing law, and other laws 
of that kind, to be not for the mere col- 
lection of revenue, but the reculat@pn of cer- 
tain kinds of business which from reasons of 
public policy required regulation. One of the 
arxuments used atthe time the Downing law 
was passed, was that it would reduce the num- 
ber of saloons. Neither we,as Police Com- 
missioners, nor Mr. Sexton, as Collector, are 
at all responsible for the amount of money 
collected, We each have our separate duties, 
and we, as members of the Police Board con- 
ceive itto be our duty to enforce this law as 
we do all others.

— The wheat here is several cents 
a shipping basis, and until the short in- 
Serest in the current month is eliminated it 
will probably remain so. The difference de- 
tween July and August widened another ec 
to-day, and considerable business was done at 
34@3iec premium for Jnly. The extent of the 
short interest in July wheat inthis market is 
unknown. It may be 500,000 bu, or it may be 
eight or ten times as great. Thereis no rea- 
son why there should not be a ‘‘corner’’ every 
month between now and December, so long 
‘as the wind trade isso out of proportion to 
tue extent of stocks. A squeeze is likely to re- 
sult any month from a refusal of buyers to 
rush in and change over as the time ap- 
proaches for contracts to mature. This 
‘equeeze in July was the most natural thing in 
the world. More wheat was bought by pro-

Grain speculation has been rather uninter- 
esting of late. Trading has simmered down 
until it got to as low an ebb as it was last fall 
when everybody was complaining of dull 
times.

A steady stream of com- 
plaints has been cabled from abroad all the 
week. Cold and wet weather has prevailed in 
England and allover the Continent, extend- 
ing even into Russia, and the crops are threat- 
ened with serious damage. A short crop is 
assured in France and Hungary and is proba- 
dle in Great Britain, Germany and other 
countries of Europe. That there is something 
in these complaints is shown by the firmness 
displayed by the markets abroad and by the

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A Pretty Girl in a Curtained Window— 
What Can Commuters Do? 


ORTUNE has not sup- 
plied all the wants of 
' guburbans and has been 
particularly chary in the 
matter of station houses. 
Fresh air they have in 
5 plenty and cool nights; 
but supplies of convéniences of an artificial 
sort are in many places wholly lacking. The 
imperfect accommodations at the stations is 
amatter of inexhaustible comment among 
them, but so difficult is it to induce a railroad 
to better service or facilities in any way that 
it is always considered useless to appeal to the 
companies for better attended and better built 
waiting places. Suburban traffic on a road 
where there isa great deal of it is the most 
profitable business a railroad company can 
do. As an instance of this the Illinois Central 
makes more money onthe travel between 
Chicago and the suburban stations than on 
the entire remainder of ite road. The Illinois 
Central, according to a recent writer in Scrib- 
ners’, carries more commuters than any other 
railroad in the world, and yet its station- 
houses are not marvels of beauty or conven- 
lence. However they are vastly better than 
the shed arrangements that do duty on the St. 
Louls railways. 
The Missouri Pactfic Railway carries more 


commuters out of St. Louis daily than any 
other of the local roads, and if to the Missouri 
Pacific's totals are added the business of 
the St. Louis, Oak Hill & Carondelet Railway, 
which is a Missouri Pacific switch, and the 
business of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway, which is operated by the 
Missouri Pacific, the total would be greater 
than the business of the four other roads 
which have a commutation traffic. The Wabash 
Western is second in suburban traffic; the 
third place lies between the Narrow Gauge 
end of tne Cable & Western Railroad and — 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad, while the 
St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado comes in at 
the tail end of the procession. 


is probably the most unsixhtly of all in this 
vicinity. it is old, unpainted and decayed. No 
attempt is made to keep it clean, and the only 
advantage it has is as a sheiter in rainy 
weather.

The carrier’s lot, while more happ 
that of a policeman,is not what might be con- 
sidered one of unaduiterated and unal- 
loyed joy. He works 8 out of the 
12 hours of the day. He is required to 
report for duty at 6 o’clock in the morning 
and work continuously from that hour until 
noon, when be is allowed one and a half bours 
in which to do away with the empty void 
witbin him. Then he is supposed to work 
two hours and one-half in the afternoon. But, 
occasionally his work extends over that time, 
and sometimes be delivers as late as 6 o’ciock 
p. m. This is especially so on the horse 
routes, of which there are ten, and on which 
the addresses of the letters are sometimes far 
apart. He has his holidays, his dundays, a 
regular vacation evey summer, and his nights 
during the winter, and, on the whole, can be 
said to be a contented man.

the fact that they can with 
very little trouble and at al- 
most no expense construct an 
instrument with which they 
can plainly see what is going 
on unde# the water over which 
they sail their hoats. The very 
idea of such a thing is attract- 
ive, and we propose to tell you 
how it can be done. 

The water telescope may be 
made of wood or of tin, which- 
ever you prefer, and we will 
describe both. The tin is bet- 
ter, because it is lighter and 
more easily handled. Its man- 
ufacture is very simpie. Get a tinsmith to 
make for you a funnel-shaped tin horn about 
three feet long. It should be eight or ten 
inches in diameter at the bottom and broad 


22 at the top for both eyes to look into. 
Into the bottom put a piece of glass cut to fit 
and make it perfectly water-tight. Leave the 
top open. e side should be painted black 
to prevent the reflection of the light upon the 
surface of the tin. Around the outside of the 
bottom solder on several sinkers to offset the 
buoyancy of the air in the water-tight horn 
and make it easier to submerge. If it is not 
convenient to fet a round piece of glass, have 
the large end made square and use square 
Elass. That's «ll there js of it, and when you 
sink the instrument down into the water and 
put your eyes to the small end you will be 
perfectly astonished at the plainness with 
which you see all kinds of fish and water 
animals swimming around in a state of nature. 

A wooden water telescope is made of a long, 
square, wooden box, say, ten inches square at 
the large end and four or five inches square 
atthe other. Make all the seams water-tight 
by means of putty and paint. Put a piece of 
Klass in the large end and leave the small end 
open to look into, as you do with the tin in- 
strument. a 

A great many of you will go on boating and 
plonſe parties this summer, and you can im- 
agine how much such a contrivance would add 
to your amusement and pleasure, to say noth- 
ing of the instruction derived from studying 
the inhabitants of the water at home. 

Using the principle of the water telescope, a 
well-known naturalist had a boat made with a 
glass in the bottom, through which he could 
see every movement of thousandsof fish as 
they swam along through the clear water. 
Fishermen in Norway use the water telesco 
at their work with the best results, sometinies 
—— 2 a new kind of fish that might 
otherwise have escaped the notice of man.
